a. The State Department memorandum for the. 303 Committee dated 
12 December 1969 , entitled "U.S. Policy on Support 'for Covert Action- 
Involving Emigres Directed at the Soviet Union/’ was approved as a 
basic policy statement superceding NSC 5502/1, dated '31 January 1955 , 
entitled fr U.S. Policy Toward Russian Anti-Soviet Political Activities. u 

b. It was agreed that this policy statement will not be issued 
as a National Security Directive Memorandum (NSDM) but will serve as 
the U.S. policy authorization for the kinds of emigre activities 
described in the CIA paper dated 9 December 1969, titled as in the 
above paragraph heading.
